It w a s then tha t the idea of 
joining forces sprang into being, 
when Cooper County and Boon­ 
v ille agreed to join their fa cili­ 
ties. Pettis County w a s inv ited to 
join and accepted quickly. The 
g ov erning body, therefore, con­ 
sists of the tw o fiv e-m a n boards 
of the counties and the nine-m a n 
city board of Boonv ille, a total 
of 19 board members. 
A s Miss Nistendirk expla ined it, 
“ We ha v e a convention ev ery time 
w e m eet.” 
The “ conv entions” are proving 
to be of great v a lue to the areas 
serviced by the regional library. 
Much of this is based on the im­ 
pressiv e financial resources of the 
library, but the rest of it can be 
credited to enthusiasm . 
Every Pettis and Cooper Coun- 
tian pays a one-m ill ta x to support 
the library. This, plus the smaUer 
amount netted by the Boonv ille 
library, provides an annual total 
of more than $50,000. The three 
groups share expenses proportion­ 
a tely. 
During this first year of exist­ 
ence,

more than $12,000 in sta te aid. Tt 
w'ill continue to receiv e state aid 
m subsequent years, although not 
as much. The state provides addi- | 
tional money the first y ear because 
there are so many extra s in start­ 
ing a library. 
The library has also received 
a sing ula r honor in ttie form of a 
$5,000 grant from the Fund for 
Adult Education of the American 
Library Association. It wa s one 
of 20 libraries across the nation 
and in Alaska and Hawaii pickeri

Eari Warren of 
Califo rnia befo re he is confumed Chief Justice 
is co mplaints inspired by the ex-Attorney Gen­ 
eral o f Califo rnia, Fred Howser, and opposition 
by Sen. Jim Eastland o f Mississippi, who is afraid 
Warren will 
vole 
fo r ending segregation 
in 
scho o ls belo w’ the Mason-Dixon Line. 
All o f this is why Senate .Judiciary Chairman 
“Wild Biir* Lang er o f North Dakota has bluntly 
notified the Justice Department that his com­ 
mittee will ho ld up W'arren's confirmation until 
It gets a full FBI report on him. 


Meanwhile, Langer has sent hi.s own investi­ 
gators to the West Coast to check into 97 com- 
plainLs that the Judiciary Committee has receiv­ 
ed ag ainst the distinguished and much revered 
ex -G o v em o r o f 
California. Many of these com­ 
plaints appear to be from cranks. 
It was at the prodding of Senator Eastland that 
Langer requested an FBI report several weeks 
ag o . 
When it failed to arrive, Langer phoned 
Attorney General Bill Rogers and repeated his 
demand.

He has been elected 
g o v erno r o f his 
state three 
times.”

Lang er then made it clear that Warren won’t 
be co nfirmed to the nation’s highest judicial jwst 
until an FBI investigation has been made. 
Chief so urce of the complaints against Warren, 
Califo rnia’s ex-A ttom ey General 
Howser, who 
would like to see W arren’s confirmation blocked, 
was o v erwhelming ly 
defeated for re-election af­ 
ter this co lumn exposed his friendship with Cal­ 
ifo rnia g amblers. Howser sued for libel but a 
jury ruled that the charg es were true. Howser, in­ 
cidentally , was elected attorney general of Cali­ 
fo rnia, no t appo inted by Warren, and the two 
men were at lo g g erheads 
most of the time. In 
face Warren appo inted a special crime commis­ 
sio n, o perated by Warren Olney, now U.S. As­ 
sistant Atto rney General, which kept an eye on 
Ho wser’s activ ities. 
A Demo crat o n Linco ln 
No w that all the high-powered oratory com­ 
memo rating Linco ln’s birthday, most of it by 
Republicans, has died down and Congress is 
ready to g et back 
to work, it might be interest­ 
ing to no te the speech 
of a Democrat—Sen.

Senator 
Burke, “ has said that it is not feasibly to break 
do wn the categ o ries

“ Linco ln said: ‘A man cannot prove the nega­ 
tiv e, but he has the right to claim that when one 
makes an affirmativ e charge he must offer some 
pro o f to sho w the truth 
of what he says’.”
